12. A motion artifact correction system for local coils removably 

insertable into a bore of an MRI machine comprising: 

a motion sensor providing a signal indicating motion of a portion 
of a patient imaged by a local coil; and a processor system: 

(i) receiving the indication of motion trom the motion 
sensor; 

(ii) receiving a detected NMR signal from the local coil; 
(Hi) correcting the NMR signal based on the indication of 
motion; and 

(iv) providing the corrected NMR signal to the MRI 
machine; 

wherein the motion sensor and the processor system are 
capable of incorporation into the local coil. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claimed Invention reads over the prior art because the local coil is intended 
to be added to a pre-existing MRI machine as an add-on device. The manufacturer of 
the local coil nonnally does not have access to the internal and proprietary systems that 
control pulse sequences from the MRI machine, nor is a universal connection of this 
type provided to the owner of the MRI machine; This ability to provide for correction of 
motion without access to the pulses of the MRI machine itself, and, in some cases, 
without precise quantitative information about the motion, makes possible a local coil 
having Improved motion artifact resistance, as presented by the current application.
